LILOV STATES DIFFERENCES OF OPINION IN POLICY OF ‘PROBLEMS OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM’ 
Sofia RABOTNICHESKO DELO in Bulgarian 27 Nov 81 p 6 


{Statement by Aleksandur Lilov at the international discussion by representatives 
of communist and workers parties of the periodical PROBLEMS OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM: 
"The Preservation of Peace Is the Main Task") 


[Text] Prague, 26 November (BTA). Aleksandur Lilov, Politburo 
member and secretary of the BCP Central Committee, head of the dele- 
gation of the Bulgarian Communist Party, was the first speaker at 

the morning session of the international conference of representatives 
of fraternal communist and workers parties which discussed the work 

of the periodical PROBLEMS OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM. 


The BCP Central Committee, Aleksandur Lilov said, congratulates the international 
collective of the periodical PROBLEMS OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM for its successful acti- 
vities of our common publication. The BCP accepts the report of the editors and 
gives a positive rating to the periodical's contribution to the dissemination of 

the theory and practice of Marxism-Leninism, the elaboration of contemporary problems 
of the international communist and workers movements, the exchange of valuable ex- 
perience in the building of real socialism and the struggle against imperialism, 
neocolonialism and reaction and for peace, disarmament and detente. 


To the extent of its possibilities, our party will continue to give comprehensive 
support to the periodical, which is a major permanent theoretical and informational 
link in the communist and workers movements. As a founder of the periodical, our 
party has been actively participating in all of its initiatives. Comrade Todor 
Zhivkov, BCP Central Committee general secretary, is one of its noted regular con- 
tributors on topical and complex problems. Other contributors include members of 
the Politburo, BCP Central Committee secretaries and noted Bulgarian scientists and 
public figures. 


In Bulgaria, PROBLEMS OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM enjoys high prestige. It raises impor- 
tant and interesting problems, attracts competent authors, struggles for the purity 
and creative development of our revolutionary scientific theory and summarizes and 
offers to our party members and cadres the experience of Marxist-Leninist parties 
the world over. 


We ascribe great importance to and rate positively the role of the periodical in 
the unification of the international communist and workers movements. Its very exis- 
tence and regular publication are a manifestation of the parties’ awareness of the 

















need for unity and of the rea] existing unity within our movement. The periodical 

is a valuable result and factor of unity in the international communist and workers 
movements. To ignore or belittle this would be erroneous and, considering the current 
difficult international situation, also dangerous to the movement. We may be exigent 
and critical, we may dispute one or another piece of material in the periodical-- 

this is normal and even necessary with such a multinational and multiparty periodical-- 
but we cannot, we have no right to underestimate its unquestionable major and positive 
role. 


Total harmony of thought and unanimity in a theoretical, not to mention a multi- 
party theoretical pericdical is neither possible nor necessary. Differences may 
appear and, as we know, do appear, both in the movement and the periodical. They 
must be controlled on the basis of the Marxist-Leninist principles upon which rela- 
tions among our parties are based today: proletarian internationalism, equality, 
independence and respect. 


At the same time, we must possess the clear awareness that the vocation and main 
purpose of the periodical is to strengthen unity rather than intensify or aggravate 
differences in our movement. Our party cannot support the feeling of differences 

as being basic in the content and work of the periodical. We cannot underestimate 
differences by underestimating our unity, the more so since that which unites us 

is more essential and important than that which divides us at this time. It is as 
inadmissible to underestimate specifics and differences as it is to convert PROBLEMS 
OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM into a rostrum above all of differences in the international 
communist and workers movement. 


The magazine reflects, as it should, the status of the movement, whose problems are, 
as they should be, problems of the periodical as well. However, not all problems 
and differences covered in the periodical must automatically develop into problems 
of the movement. We must learn how to work jointly even better. We must cooperate. 
We must discuss the conditions in which we find ourselves now, at the end of the 
20th century, since we are aware of the vital need for unity within the movement 

and of the fact that the moment we lose our proletarian, socialist and communist 
solidarity and unity we will be exposing ourselves to a fatal danger and to the dis- 
location of internativnal communist and workers movements. 


The BCP believes that despite the features of the present stage or the differences 

and difficulties familiar to all of us within the international communist and workers 
movements, which have today reached a tremendous scale and tremendous successes and 
have entered the stage of their political, organizational and theoretical maturity, 
objective conditions exist for our joint political and theoretical periodical, which 
is our great common achievement, to continue to perform its highly responsible assign- 
ments successfully. 


This can be achieved mainly if the periodical remains based on the positions of 
Marxism-Leninism and the editors continue to base their work on a principle-minded, 
constructive and democratic basis. If these prerequisites are observed there is 
no problem to which an acceptable solution cannot be found. 


We approve the measures suggested in the report on improving the democratic nature 
of the management and activities of the periodical'’s editorial collective. We believe 
that the continued application of the principle of attentive and maximal considera- 
tion of the opinions of the representatives of all fraternal parties in discussing 











and approving materials going to press is proper and consistent with the contemporary 
situation in the communist movement. We especially support suggestions regarding 
the broadening of the tasks and functions of the editorial council and the creation 
ot an international collective secretariat. This will improve the work of problem 
and regional commissions, particularly with a view to the further erergizing of the 
work of all representati' *s of fraternal parties in the periodical's scientific- 
theoretical, iniormation: and organizational activities. 


it is in this context that ve must consider the discussion on the periodical's work 
and content. This is not a question of procedural-organizationail and political dis- 
cussions but of theoretical discussions without which no science can develop, in- 
cluding our revolutionary Marxist-Leninist science. Instead of avoiding problems, 

we must discuss and resolve them in order to resolve them promptly and like Marxists. 
All of us must master the art of holding open and creative discussions and engaging 

in real theoretical arguments. This involves respect for the scientific method and 
arguments and for the viewpoint and positions held by our partners. It must be a 
discussion without anathemas or insinuations but also without circumvening or glossing 
over the main and sensitive problems. It must be a discussion based on the law of 
theoretical creativity. We must conduct our discussion of contemporary global problems 
and of our own struggle on a high theoretical and political level. This would provide 
the best indication of the health of the international communist movement. We are 
convinced that the periodical can make a great contribution to converting such dis- 
cussions to a permanent style of communist theoretical thinking. Actually, it would 
be unfair not to point out that the periodical has already acquired some experience 

in this direction. Our party is in favor of the discussions held jointly with the 
other fraternal parties on central and topical problems organized by the periodical 
during the period under consideration. They have been mentioned in the report of the 
editorial collegium and editorial council. We are particularly pleased by the fact 
that the periodical's editors are aware of the still unused opportunities for the 
organization of truly creative discussions on problems vital to the communists and 
the working people and for the need to prepare them even more thoroughly in order 

to improve the lasting effect of our communist discussions. 


The period covered in the report submitted at this conference by the periodical's 
editorial collegium and editorial council was saturated with changes in global develop- 
ments and in our movement. In our view, PROBLEMS OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM remained 

in step with the tasks and struggles of our parties and our movement in this difficult 
situation. We are particularly pleased by the interest in and help given by the 
periodical by the BCP. A substantial number of materials from and for Bulgaria were 
published. The periodical was given the opportunity to study the work of party, 
scientific research and ideological institutions and to participate in the various 
international theoretical conferences and symposia held in Bulgaria and in the work 

of the World Parliament of Peoples for Peace which was held in Sofia. This year, 

we were visited by a group of representatives of communist parties from different 
areas, who are working with the periodical, and who studied our ideological work 

in connection with the celebration of the 90th anniversary of the founding of a revo- 
lutionary Marxist party in Bulgaria and the celebration of 1300th anniversary of 

the founding of the Lulgarian state. The result was the publication of a report 

to which we gave a positive rating. 


In our view, the international theoretical conference held in Sofia on “The Building 
of Socialism and Communism and Global Developments,” in December 1978 with the par- 
ticipation of delegations from 73 parties, 60 of which were headed by chairmen, 








general and first secretaries, politburo members and central committee secretaries 
and many noted scientists and theoreticians, was the most important manifestation 

of the joint work of the BCP with PROBLEMS OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM. Very valuable 

and extensive exchanges of ideas and experience related to main problems of global 
Gevelopment took place. The conference contributed to strengthening the unity of 

our movement and quite clearly showed the need for political and theoretical contacts 
among Marxist-Leninist parties. Conferences of this type and level must be held 
more systematically. 


The timely discussion of topical practical problems and the steady enhancement of 
the theoretical standard of materials published by the periodical and of the dis- 
cussions it sponsors, on the basis of the increasingly extensive summation of the 
experience and theoretical contributions not only of all individual parties but of 
the overall experience of the entire communist movement are a decisive prerequisite 
for the success of the periodical and for enhancing its role in the movement. 


We must continue to pay particular attention to the summation of acquired historical 
experience in building real socialism and above all the experience of the CPSU and 
the USSR. Allow me to point out that the question of solidarity with countries of 
victorious socialism, the USSR above all, has not become obsolete in the least. The 
BCP does not understand and rejects aay other formulation of this matter. It is 

true that the CPSU and the USSR are not the leading center of the international 
communist and workers movements. This problem was clarified and resolved a long 

time ago. However, no one so far has disputed the historical fact that after the 
Great October Socialist Revolution the CPSU and the USSR were and remain the center 
and vanguard of contemporary social progress in the world, the contemporary revolu- 
tionary process and the contemporary struggle for peace and disarmament. Imperialism 
is well aware of this, and that is the precise reason for which it directs its main 
attacks against the USSR. This periodical of the international communist and workers 
movements acts properly in fighting anti-Sovietism as it continues to, as this is 

one of the main lines of imperialist ideology and policy. This in no case lowers 

or conflicts with its obligation of countering the attacks of imperialism mounted 
against other socialist countries and communist parties in the capitalist countries. 


Something else: as members of the delegation of a country which is a member of the 
Warsaw Pact, ve categorically state that the USSR, Bulgaria and the other socialist 
countries continue to support the idea of the simultaneous abrogation of the Warsaw 
Pact and NATO or, as a first step, the abolishment of their military organizations. 
We continue to struggle for this. The new program for peace for the 1980's does 
not reject o° change but extends the current program in which this, like many other 
problems, has been given its clear solution familiar to all. 


The collective measures organized by the periodical (theoretical conferences, sym- 
posia, round-table discussions, etc) make comparisons among the experience of indi- 
vidual parties possible. They enable us to determine and interpret the specific, 
the unique and the common features of this experience and to reach new knowledge 
and specific enrichmeat of our theory through collective efforts and comradely dis- 
cussions. 


Many scientific centers and Marxism-Leninism institutes are at work within the com- 
munist movement. They are engaged in relatively independent studies. It would be 
desirable for the periodical to publish theoretical results of collective scientific 
studies written not only by individual authors but by the respective institutes. 

This would give us one more opportunity to compare collective experience in scientific 
research and to popularize new theoretical summations. 














Naturally, tae meetings of fraternal parties (congresses, plenums, etc) are the main 
results of the collective creative efforts of the communists in the field of theory. 
The periodical must find ways to compare, sum up and popularize such exceptionally 
valuable experience. 


In 1982 Bulgaria will celebrate the centennial of Georgi Dimitrov's birth. We hope 
that the periodical will publish a profound theoretical study of the most valuable 
traditions and materials on the growth of our movement starting with the period of 
the comintern and to bring to light the durable significance of a nunber of 
theoretical-methodological concepts which the great Ceorgi Dimitrov formulated and 
applied. 


The BCP Central Committee is planning to hold an international theoretical conference 
on the work of Georgi Dimitrov and our contemporaneity in June 1982 and invites all 
Marxist-Leninist parties represented at the conference and members of the periodical 
to participate in it. Before the end of the year the BCP will issue official invi- 
tations and provide all parties with the necessary information. 


Our interuational periodical has information tasks as well. Specific actual infor- 
mation about the experience of individual parties is extremely necessary and the 
periodical is doing use!ul work ir this direction. It would be desirable to present 
this experience on the level of a theoretical interpretation rather than merely as 

1 description of facts. 


Everything seems to indicate that the 1980's will be an exceptionally difficult and 
important period in the struggle of the international communist and workers movemerts 
and, consequently, in terms of the periodical's activities. 


We are facing a new political situation which is considerably different from that 

of the 1970's. Its main feature is the attempt on the part of imperialism, American 
imperialism above all, to put an end to detente and to replace it with a policy of 
aspirat.on toward one-sided military superiority. This will inevitably result in 
another quantitative and qualitative arms race, i.e., a policy of balancing on the 
brink of nuclear catastrophe. 


Today, at the start of the 1980's, we are witnessing a violent global clash and an 
intensive struggle along two basic and determining directions in world politics: 
between the safeguarding of peace and cooperation among nations and internat iona: 
tension, new arms race and preparations for a thermonuclear war. This is a struggle 
between the socialist and imperialist lines and between the course followed by the 
USSR and the United States. The destiny and future of mankind depend on which line 
will prevail and which path will be taken--that of detente or that of a new arms 
race. 


All of us realize that the main task today is the preservation of the peace and detente 
and the avoidance of war. No task is more important today. Consequently, problems 

of peace and war must be given priority in PROBLEMS OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM. We have 
entered a period in which this periodical must justify its title most categorically 
and in all directions, as follows: 


As a source of Information; 


As a theoretical rostrum; 
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As «4 propagand tat; 

As the disceverer of oew forces, allies and trends; 
As organizer of the masses; 

As 4 sumearizer of experience; 

And as a laboratory for new ideas and initiatives. 


The periodical must become particularly active in all of these directions and tring 
to light the significance of the peace program for the 1980's, as approved by the 
26th CPSU Congress, support and implementation of the peaceful initiatives of the 
USSR and the socialist countries and of the communist parties and peaceloving forces 
in the nonsocialist countries, and the even greater development of the new ant ivar 
movement in Western Europe and the rest of the world. 


As regards China, the periodical is following the right line. We respect and will 
continue to respect the Chinese people and the Chinese socialist revolution, which 
was one of the great events of our time. The periodical must not criticize the PRC 
and the Chinese Communist Party in general, despite major existing differences. We 
are criticizing the foreign policy of the Chinese leadership, which is erroneous 

and dangerous to the cause of socialiom. It is a policy which aligns socialist China 
openly and officially with imperialism. It is not a class policy or thc right way. 

We state and substantiate this clearly. Today the "China trump” is the main direction 
followed by American imperialism in its aggressive policy. This is a fact which 

must not be underestimated by any one of our parties. 





However, the 1980's faces not only a new political but a new ideological situation 
in the world. 


The periodical must play an important role in the study, characterization and assess- 
ment of the contemporary ideological situation and struggle and thus help our parties 
to formulate a proper ideological strategy for the new circumstances. 


A major distinguishing feature of the newly developing situation is that today the 
idewlogical struggle between socialism and capitaliem has entered a far more active 
stage. This is confirmed by the fact that today ideological confrontations have 
become very sharp. A variety of fast and very aggressive forms of confrontation 

with a broad social scope and even broader social response have developed. Naturally, 
our age has never shown any ideological conciliation or abatement of the ideological 
class struggle. However, the new aspect of today’s situation is the drastically 
emphasized aggressive nacure of different ideologies, as a result of which we note 

a profound ideologization of social behavior, class struggle and international life. 
There is no significant event today which is purely spontaneous or which is not backed 
by a more profound ideological motivation. 


Consequently, today ideology, conceived as the product of social conflicts and as 

the instrument of their development and resolution, plays a substantially greater 
role. The ideological motivation which governs sociopclitical actions is an important 
component of contemporary social processes, and we would be unable to gain a complete 
understanding of what is taking place around us unless we are aware of the many- 
sided and aggressive nature of ideologic.l forces and intentions in the contemporary 
world. 








it would alse be a majer error tu aveume that the unparalleled aggravation of the 
ideological confrontation is a very temporary situation, for both our victories and 
the intensification of internal contradictions in the capitalist countries encourage 
imperialism, American imperialism above all, to hold back and restrict by force the 
de elopment of revolutionary procerses in the world and in real socialiss, which 

is their main support. The objective of the entire overt and covert dynanics of 
U.S. official policy and ideclogy is to implement its model of planetary relations 
on the basis of military and political superiority. The ideological initiative of 
the new Washington administration, which is to gsin for the United States political 
and moral leadership in the world and to impose on global public opinion the idea 
that America has some kind of special mission regarding the other countries in the 
world is neither politically nor ideologically accidental. Under the circumstances 
of the profound economic, social and political crisis, such global claims have the 
advantage, as Marxiem proved in the 1930's, that for a while they can have an intoxi- 
cating effect om a large percentage of the masses. Thus, at the beginning of the 
1980's, the militant bourgeois ideology clearly proved its intention of becoming 
more closely linked with maces feelings and of using for its class objectives some 
‘reas of sectal awareness which have been previously neglected. In its search for 
new directions along which to increase its influence and by using new means for ex- 
panding its influence, comtemporary bourgeois ideology is trying to transfer the 
battle for the minds of the people to the broadest possible area of mass conscious- 
ness. Unquestionably, it is precisely there that it is seeking revenge for the his- 
torical defeats suffered by capitalism and is looking for 4 strong and aggressive 
aiternative to communist ideas and accomplishments. 


This takes us to another distinguishing feature of the present situation: we are 
the witne..es of and participants in the ideological struggle which involves the 
large masses of our contemporaries. When we speak of ideology today it is absurd 
to think only in terms of scholastic theories or ideological enthusiasms of groups 
of intellectuals or politicians or else limited party masses. The reason for which 
ideology plays such a considerable role in our time is its mass scope and the fact 
that it is the actual manifestation of and tool in the confrontation between large 
secial and class forces. 


This makes it incumbent upon us to engage in an even better theoretical and political 
discussion with the ailliens of followers of ectentific socialiem, to win over new 
millions of people among its supporters, to warn them of the danger threatening the 
wirld and the revolutionary gains of the working class, to mobilize them in the 
struggle and to inepire them with confidence in the future. I believe that it is 
precisely im this area that we can see the great opportunities which today's circum- 
stances offer PROBLEMS OF PEACE AND SOCIALISM, which talks to its readers in 3/7 
languages and is distributed in 145 countries. 


The fect that real sectaliem ~''' remain as the focal point of the ideological 
struggle, as the greatest accom ishment of the international communist and workers 
movements, is a major distinguiesing feature of the situation in the 1980's. The 
entire concentrated ideological . 4 propaganda indoctrination of the masses by 
imperialiem is focused on proving that socialiem and the notorious "Soviet military 
threat" are to be blamed for everything. ‘nquestionably, both today and tomorrow 
imperialiem will continue to wage an ideological struggle against our countries and 
the international communist and workers movements with greatly intensified zeal, 
malice and class hatred. Unquestionably, the problems of real socialiem, its nature, 
form, development stages and means for reaching it will be the common denominator 














always and everywhere. This is ful!y explainable, for it is precisely socialiss 
which remains the latest and most important idea of our time. It is the slogan of 
the lett-wing forces in the developed capitalist and developing countries; it is 
the main threat to traditional bourgeois “liberals” and extremist bourgeois “neo- 
conservatives,” to sporadic neofascist forces and to all other reactionary forces 
today. 


The mew forms and specific means of struggle against real socialism to which our 
enemies will resort will become clear with time. It is already clear, however, that 
the main attack and differentiated approach are aimed at undermining the unity of 
the socialist countries and that their main objective is to transfer the center of 
the ideological struggle to the socialist countries. 


Finally, another interesting characteristic of today's situation is that it is not 
only quite strongiy colored but considerably complicated by the energizing of 
ideologies which have a more limited, a medium-range radius of action, so to speak. 


Strange as it seems, the various religious doctrines became energized in the 1970's 
and the beginning of the 1980's--a period of most tempestuous scientific and technical 
progress. At the same time, an interest has been revived in the ideas of Rousseau 
and Buffon regarding the “natural condition” of man. An increasing number of publi- 
cations are promoting one or another kind of scientific superstition, actively sup- 
ported essentially by young people, who are looking for an ideological alternative 

to the contemporary capitalist society. A noticeable interest is being shown in 

some ideas and schools of thought considered obsolete and “unfashionable.” 


Still in this respect, let us note the increased role which some new movements which 
display their own ideologies are playing in contemporary development, ideologies 
which are outside and independent of ours and which, alarmingly, occasionally clash 
with our ideology. Iran has provided us with the most typical example of this: the 
role which Islam plays as the ideological banner of the Iranian revolution is un- 
questionable. 


Consequent!iy, our task for the 1980's will be to pay greater attention to these and 
other basic ideclogical manifestations which will form the ideological content of 
the forthcoming period and to study them more profoundly and comprehensively in order 
to formulate a proper ideological strategy and our tasks under the new circumstances. 


These are the questions which our delegation would like to formulate at this con- 
ference. 


| express the confidence of the BCP, Aleksandur Lilov said, that PROBLEMS %F PEACE 
AND SOCIALISM will continue to fulfill successfully its quite difficult and complex 
but very necessary service to the international communist movement.

SLOVENIAN COMMENT ON POLISH MARTIAL LAW SITUATION

[Text] The Polish military, which seized power on Sunday morning, accompanie”, 
this entry into the arena of history with signs whose national symbols and 
patriotism the sensitive Polish people cannot overlook. As General Wojciech 
Jaruzelski raised the national flag above the headquarters of the Central Con- 
mittee of the Polish United Workers Party, this was symbolic--symbolic with ar 
important message--and also supported by words: at the moment in which the anved 
forces suspended the process of confrontational democracy and of the political 
resolution of the crisis, the army represented national unity whose basic driving 
force was patriotism and independence and Polish integrity. Along with force 
which will not permit Poland to return to the situation prior to August 1980. 


But the road to hell is--obviously, this time, too--paved with good intentions. 
The military intervention aggravated that fundamental conflict which permeates 
Polish society, the conflict between the party-state monopoly of power on the 

one hand and the ambitions of the working class to have control of its fate, on 
the other hand. The very introduction of martial law which suppressed democratic 
confrontation and consistently asserted its authority is a return to the old 
situation. The inexorable character of brute force was demonstrated on Wednesday 
when seven Katowice miners fell under the fire of the security troops. The 
militarization of socialism obviously cannot avoid strong arm tactics, turned 
against its own working class. 


The question of who--challenged or not--pulled the trigger is not important. In 
Katowice they were shot in the name of the military council and the Polish armed 
forces, which for Poles henceforth will no longer be what they have been. And 
were they not shot as a sign of a certain insensitive dogmatism which does not 
know how to and, above all, does not want to, bridge the gap between itself and 
its own working class?

CZECH HARVEST RESULTS--According to Czech Deputy Minister of Agriculture and Food 

0. Vanek, this year's plan of the overall agricultural production will be fulfilled 
by 95 percent only. The only production plans fulfilled were those of winter 

rape, hops and potatoes. In the Czech lands the average per-hectare-yield of 
cereals was 3.58 tons--0.46 tons less than last year. The sugar beet growers 
delivered 14 percent less sugar beets than the plan envisaged. The hops growers, 
however, exceeded their production plan by 5 percent, and the quality of this 

year's hops is “very good." More than 65 percent of the procured hops was classified 
as being of the first and second quality, and its price will be about KC$80,000

SUGAR CAMPAIGN IN SLOVAKIA--The sugar campaign in Slovakia is in its closing stage. 
The Slovak sugar refineries have processed 1.69 million tons of sugar beets until 
now, with 180,000 tons still to be processed.

ARABLE LAND IN SLOVAKIA--Between 1970 and 1980, the area of arable land in 
Slovania shrank from 1,682,762 hectares to 1,516,198 hectares. In the west Slovak 
region, the area of arable land shrank by 2,777 hectares and another 8,192 hectares 
were put at the disposal of the city of Bratislava. In the central Slovak region 
the arable land decreased by 81,636 hectares and in the east Slovak region by 
82,151 hectares.

TRADE CONTRACTS WITH MOZAMBIQUE--An economic delegation led by Mozambique's 
Deputy Minister of Foreign Trade Jose Dias Marques paid a visit to the CSSR on 
4-9 December. The delegation conducted talks on the further development of mutual 
economic cooperation with Jaroslav Jakubec, CSSR deputy minister of foreign trade.

CONTROVERSIAL GDR, FRG WRITERS’ MESTING IN EAST BERLIN DISCUSSED 
Swiss Commentary

[Report by 'R.M.,' datelined Berlin, 15 December: “An Unusual Peace Discussion 
in Hast Berlin—Candid Words at a West-East Writers Meet 


[Text] "If Schmidt and Honecker are able to get together, we should also be able 
to do so," said one of the participants in the peace discussion between writers 
and scientists from Hast and West held on Sunday and Monday (13-14 December) at 

an Zast Berlin hotel. This event, at least, was no less unusual than the Schmidt- 
Honecker summit meeting in snowy Schorfhelde on Lake Werbellin. At any rate, it 

is highly unlikely that such open and criticel statements on the peace issue as 
were made by a variety of speakers at the Hotel Stadt Berlin in front of media 
representatives of East and West had ever been heard at a GIR function before. 
The meeting was even more unusual in the sense that a number of writers were per- 
mitted to take part who had either been expelled from the official writers union— 
like Stefan Hermlin and Rolf Schneider—or were among the many artists and authors 
who left the GDR involuntarily in recent years—like Jurek Becker and Thomas Brasch. 


An Inner-German Affair 


The man who had issued the invitations was lyric poet Stefan Hermlin, who escaped 
from .e Nazis and spent some time in Switzerland during the war and who, after 
settling in East Berlin in 1947, became one of the GDR's most respected writers. 
He is considered a multi-faceted personality, liberal by CDR standards and, de - 
spite intermittent differences with the regime, a loyal supporter of it and a 
man with personal connections to SED chief Honecker,. East Berlin insiders have 

no doubt but that this particular connection was a decisive factor in Hermlin's 
being able to push through his initiative for an East-West writers debate which 
appears to have run into major difficulties with the party bureaucracy at the 
outset. 


In the West, Hermlin's invitations to the peace discussion encountered under. 

standable skepticism. Robert Jungk voiced this skepticism at the very beginning 
of the discussion when he said that he and some of his Western colleagues were 

wondering whether this event would not be abused for political purposes. Doubts 
of this sort, it seems, were at least one reason why only some 20 writers and 10 
scientists from the West attended the East Berlin roundtable composed of some 90 
participants. For that matter, the East-West forum was an inner-German affair as 
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to its makeup. The GDR was represented by its entire phalanx of prominent writers; 
on the Western side, the best known participants were Guenter Grass, Heinar Kipp- 
hardt, Carl Amery, Luise Rinser and Peter Schneider. Switzerland was represented 
by Adolf Muschg and Austria by Ernst Jandl. 


There was more than enough Eastern-style peace rhetoric to be heard in the course 
of the 14-day meeting. Above all it came from the ancient party-line professors 
from the East Berlin academy of sciences and several guests from the USSR who 
repeated their sterile statements over and over again about the supposedly lily- 
white desire for peace by the Kremlin leadership and its utter blamelessness for 
the arms race. The blame for the constantly growing nuclear arms arsenals, their 
argument ran, and for all other evils in the world must be laid at the door of 
the capitalist system exclusively with its profit motive and above all at the 
door of the Reagan administration which was said to be coolly planning the atomic 
annihilation of Europe. 


Grass on "Unloved Giants" 


of more or less unimaginative ways, there was no lack of clear response to i 
not only from Western participants. Guenter Grass was to 
against this simplistic method of assigning guilt. His fear of nuclear annihila- 
tion, he said, was not restricted to the plans for stationing new American mediun- 
range missiles in Western Burope but was determined equally by the Soviet SS-20' 
already in place. Grass accused the politicians of the East and the West of having 
failed because they have built up such vast potentials for destruction in the name 
of securing peace through deterrence which now threaten to get out of control. He 
called the USSR and the U.S. "two unloved giants, who want to be loved and who 
occasionally force their love upon us." Interestingly enough, only a handful of 
Eastern dogmatics took exception with this attempt at equating the two super- 
powers morally and politically. Most Western participants, at least, seemed ready 
to accept this dubious contention either tacitly or explicitly as a kind of axion— 
not infrequently with a Suropean type of arrogance. 


Stefan Heym, who served in the American Army during the war, who settled in the 
GDR in the fifties and was expelled from the writers union 2 years ago, brought 
the peace discussion back to reality whenever it strayed into abtractions,. He 
asked whether this forum could ignore the fact that just a few kilome »rs further 
east the fuze of a possible nuclear inferno might already be burning . Once be- 
fore, a world war broke out over Poland, Furthermore, one should take note of the 
fact that wars of intervention no longer are the monopoly of any one side. The 
Zurich writer Adolf Muschg also addressed the Polish problem directly. He asked 
for—vainly, as it turned out—concrete answers to the question why the freedom 
to establish unions and the freedom of assembly fought for in this socialist 
country was being rescinded once more. Muschg warned the Eastern participants 

not to view the peace movement in the West solely in terms of anti-nuclear 
missile protest. The fact is, he said, the movement calls for an alternative 
quality of life generally, for protest against the destruction of nature and 
against production euphoria which is being actively promoted under socialism 
particularly. But if an intervention in Poland did take place, the peace move- 
ment in the West would surely "go down the drain."

The two GDR authors de Bruyn and Rolf Schneider criticized the SED regime for 
crowing about the peace movement and the pacifists in the West and at the same 
time repressing similar tendencies in their own country. Like several other 
speakers from sast and West, de Bruyn called for permission to establish an 
injependent peace movement in the GDR free from government interference and 
the establishment of civilian service for conscientious objectors such as 
exists in the FRC. Rolf Schneider called attention to the progressive militari- 
zation of education, to the support for war games and obligatory instruction in 


In order to break out of the vicious circle of the arms race, FRO writer Peter 
Schneider suggested the two German states should send out a first signal of 
hope by both disarming unilaterally. Interestingly, official host Stefan Herm- 
lin also voiced guarded sympathy for pacifist ideas in contrast to the majority 
of the orthodox GDR participants. The slogan "make peace without weapons,” he 
said, may sound utopian but does have a “realistic core" in an age of absolute 
arsenals of annihilation, At any rate, one could not simply brush aside the 
call by many people for unilateral disarmament. To support this thesis, he 
cited—for whatever reason—a letter by Lenin to a reader of the JOURNAL Dz 
GENEVE, which was published for the first time just recently. Still, Hermhin 
also pointed out that Lenin who, as is well known, would have nothing to do 
with pacifism in his own empire had expressed different views on this subject 
as well, 


Selective Coverage by “ast Berlin 


The GDR media, as was to be expected, have given prominent but very selective 
and completely watered-down coverage to the 2-day writers forum in East Berlin. 
The newspapers make mention of the party-line statements almost exclusively 
while disregarding those statements and demands which are unfavorable to the 
regime. But a large part of the population will nonetheless be able to see and 
hear these very things on Western TV, Whatever aims this unusual event might 
originally have pursued, it might have consequences in the GIR which hardly cor 
respond to Honecker's interests, 


The discussion begun in East Berlin is to be continued at a new gathering in a 
Western city. Perhaps it will be possible at subsequent meetings of this sort 
to work on and to expand on this or that unconventional peace theory which may 
have been spawned at the East Berlin forum the ideological differences to the

Physicist Dr Karl Lanius (GDR) referred to the previous day's call for informing 
the public about the dangers and threats posed by excessive armaments, He pointed 
out that the new medium-range missiles as well as the neutron bomb are a clear 
technical indication that U.S. military planners consider a nuclear war both 
possible to wage and to win, 


So as to identify those responsible for the arms race, Erik Neutsch (GDR) put the 


question as to who said there were more important things than peace—it was Haig, 
was it not ? 


Konrad Wolf, the president of the GDR academy of fine arts, said that he met many 
Soviet people during the war and experienced their love and desire for peace. 
Yevtushenko's poen "Do You Believe the Russians Want War ?” was addressed to 
those, he said, who have forgotten that the USSR suffered most from World War II. 


Along with a number of other participants, author Carl Amery (FRC) came out in 
favor of a nuclear-free zone in Burope from Poland to Portugal. Referring back to 
Jurij Brezan's remarks, Amery said the Buropeans should not play the role of 
slaves and gladiators submitting to U.S. military strategy but should make their 
own specific contribution to disarmament. FRO writer Dieter lattmann recalled the 
peace mossage Leonid Brezhnev recently enunciated on his visit to Bonn. 








USSR Disarmament Proposals Not to Be Rejected 


Prof Dr Daniil Proektor from Moscow objected to equating the USSR and the U.S. in 
speaking of a threat to peace. The main goal of USSR policy is not the arms race, 
he said, but the constant elevation of people's standard of living. For this, we 
must have peace. The policy of the USSR is based on the assumption that no poli- 
tical issue admits of a military solution in this day and age. 


Law professor Axel Azzola (FRG) presented a brief on legal disarmament in the FRO, 
coming out against all aspects of the sole representation claim vis-a-vis the CIR. 


PRG dramatist Heinar Kipphardt said it was necessary not only to ban nuclear wea- 
pons but war itself as a political instrument. There were already 5,000 nuclear 
warheads being stored on FRO soil, he said; but apparently that is not enough for 
the Americans because they want to introduce Pershing-II missiles and the neutron 
bomb on top of that. 


Prof Dr Heinz Kamnitzer from the GDR gave his emphatic support to the Buropean 
writers' appeal which brings a great many creative personalities together on a 
common platform in their efforts to achieve peace and disarmament. The point is 
to achieve optimal, general disarmament which is to the advantage of all and the 
disadvantage of none. 


Stage director Manfred Wekwerth (GDR) said it was imperative to take up viable 
and realistic proposals. The Soviet Union, he said, has been issuing impassioned 
appeals for saferuarding peace, against the arms race and for negotiations for

[Text] In October we will be celebrating the holiday that honors the Polish Armed 
Forces and also the holiday honoring the Citizens Militia and che Security Service. 
There is something deeply symbolic in this. A common heritage, common goals, 
brotherhood sealed in the shedding of blood, and the toil of constant vigilance. 
And they share the same most sublime duty--to work together in service of the 
socialist Homeland. 


Both of these holidays are preceded by the anniversary of the Polish September 
[September 1939]. It is almost as if the former two holidays were an outgrowth of 
the latter. “The defensive war of 1939, the heroism of the Polish soldier is a 
proud chapter in our history, and it is right that we should pay tribute to this. 
It is also a historical lesson. What this lesson teaches us in essence is that 

we should never again permit ourselves to be weak, defenseless, and isolated. 

This lesson is just as important today as it ever was. In an unstable and dangerous 
world NATO militarist circles are building up their military infrastructure and 

are working actively to enhance their air power,” said army general Wojciech 
Jaruzelski, chairman of the Council of Ministers and minister of national defense, 
in a speech delivered during the graduation ceremonies of the Higher Officers 
School of Antisircraft Defense Troops in Koszalin on the eve of the 42d anniversary 
of the Hiterite invasion of Poland. 


Il belong to that generation of Poles who will never be able to forget the experiences 
of that September and to that group of Polish citizens for whom the experiences of 
those days and what happened after September has determined their role in society 

and dictated that they should pursue certain lines of work. The things that vere 
experienced and felt by my generation were perhaps expressed most beautifully and 
most faitfully as well as so very concisely by Wladyslaw Broniewski in his poem 
"September Sun:" 


". . « « TL will look up into the sky and it will hurt, 

there will be no joy under the September sun. 

This sun has risen above the horizon, 

conferring its blessings on the enemy planes, 

this sun routed us with an ironclad front, 

the guns did it with their roar, the tanks with their menacing rumble. 
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- « « « the armies vere coming, faster than the Polish infantryman, 
the bombs blew up the train stations, 

the hastily abandoned towns were in flames, 

the Germans were coming... .” 


"It is therefore necessary,” said army general Wojciech Jaruzelski on 30 September 
1981 in a comment addressed to young officers responsible for defending our skies, 
“to keep an ever vigilant eye trained on the sky, not to let ourselves be taken by 
surprise, ind be equal to every combat situation.” 


Important anniversaries always incline us to stop and think about things, to remember, 
to reflect. They move us to take stock of things, to sum up what we have gained 
and what we have lost. Balance sheets always have a cost colum. Everyone is 
pretty much aware of what we have gained. But the costs are unknown or forgotten. 
We doublecheck our findings, analyze the present situation, and try to predict 
shape of things to come. We try to define our role and the work we will have 
in order to fulfill this role.

Not just for professional reasons, but also for emotional reasons I often take 
time to look at documents, studies, reports, and memoirs dealing with the events of 
September. The memoirs of commanders and ordinary soldiers, politicians, scholars, 
aud ordinary people. I read studies and documents dealing with the activities of 
the Abwehr and other Hitlerite special services which carried out missions on 
Polish soil that were dedicated to serving the expansionist and vindictive policy 
goals of the Third Reich. 


Running through all of this memorial literature and welling up from the nethermost 
regions of human life and experience there is a note of sorrow and bitterness that 
is a product of hopelessness and helplessness. The helplessness of regular army 
units, the civil administrative authorities, and the residents of our countryside 
in the face of German intelligence and the fifth colum. “The atmosphere of help- 
lessness was intensified by the operations of German air power and armor as well 
as by the efficiency and fiawless organization of the sabotage operations that 
were taking place on a scale and in a form that was a complete surprise to the 
higher ranking commanders of that day" (Brigadier general Ksawery Floryanowicz). 
"Unfortunately, the fifth columm disrupted the defense by engaging in widespread 
sabotage” (Tadeusz Radwanski). “Keeping track of the comings and goings of the 
commanders and staff officers of the newly organized command in Bielsko posed no 
problems for the Germans living in this town... They were of course constantly 
going through our things which we left behind in the hotel. One day I noticed 
that somebody had been exceptionally careless by leaving my suitcase in a special 
mess. On another day, during lunch, a general discovered splinters of glass in 
his pea soup, but, fortunately, he spotted the glass before he ate any of the soup 
(division general Jozef Kuropieska). 





"I kept running into more and more signs of the Jestructive work being done by 
German saboteurs. Telephone lines were being cut, telephone and post offices were 
being destroyed ... . Yes, this was all their dirty work! And, at the same time, 
German sabotage operations were becoming more and more noticeable in the rear areas 
of the ‘Pomeranian’ army. Some of these saboteurs were even recruited from among 
the ranks of the reserve officers and enlisted men of the Polish Army. Their 
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destructive activities were beginning to take on extremely diverse forms. Dressed 
in Polish uniforms, they scceeded in imparting false information to the commanders 
of retreating units. The same story which I had witnessed a couple of days earlier 
in Pomerania was repeating itself. Unfortunately, there was nothing that could be 
done to effectively prevent this ... . In one line of troops there turned up 
eight young Germans. They all had Polish uniforms and Polish identification 
papers, and they spoke good Polish. Lying next to them were stolen weapons and a 
radio transceiver” (Stanislaw Slawinski). 


Things like this were happening not just along roads of retreat being travelled by 
the “Pomeranian,” “Poznan,” and “Lodz” armies. These things were happening wherever 
a heroic defense was being put up against the barbarian invaders of our country, 
wherever, to quote division general Tadeusz Kutrzeby, "a soldier of the Republic 

was trying to perform the impossible duty, in 1939, of defending Poland.” 


So, this is why memories of September will always be linked in oy mind with our 
October celebrations. This mental association is cemented by all of the things 
that our nation has gone through, running the gamut from Gliwice provocation and 
the intelligence preparations for the Hitlerite aggression that preceded it, the 
atrocities committed by firing squads, the Gestapo's underground dungeons and 
concentration camps, through the Wehrwolf and UPA [Ukrainian Revolutionary Army) 
bands that roamed the country after the liberation, the Gehlen and later on the 
BND [Bundesnachrichtsdienst--FRG intelligence service] spy rings and today's NATO 
intelligence services. 


Our social and political system was formed in the heat of a pitched battle. Hostile 
class forces had not withdrawn from the battlefield. It was necessary to fight for 
the realization of the new social ideals proclaimed by the program of the Polish 
Workers Party and by the July Manifesto of the Polish National Liberation Committee 
and for the enactment of reforms. And these battles had to be fought at a time 
when Hitlerite fascism still had not been crushed, at a time when the occupying 
forces were ruthlessly trying to achieve their ambition of bringing about the 
destruction of the Polish nation throughout most of our national territory. These 
battles were being fought by a new and still evolving governmental apparatus with 

a new class profile, a government that was totally unlike any of its predecessors. 
One of the instruments used in this struggle that was created at the very dawn of 
People's Poland was the public security service apparatus. To a large extent, it 
bore the brunt of this fight, and it had the duty of launching a counter-offensive 
against enemy positions and protecting security, law and order. It also had to 
make the greatest sacrifices. 


It seems as though things have really reached the point now where we should start 
talking about this apparatus as it deserves to be talked about. That is, without 
resorting to demagoguery, coy phrases, or broad generalizations. We need to tell 
the truth, the truth that was and the truth that is. Right now is the time to 
speak the truth, since the wave of unwarranted attacks unleashed many months ago 
against this apparatus, attacks which are assuming ever newer forms, and the out- 
right offensive that is being instigated and ceaselessly abetted by forces hostile 
to Poland and socialism, a campaign that was provoked by anarchist, criminal, 

and hooligan elements, show no signs of letting up, rather they are intensifying. 
At a time when highly refined forms of harassment, provocation, desecration, and 
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other forms of pressure are being applied against security service and Citizens 
Militia officers and their families--mothers, wives, and children--as well as against 
monuments commemorating their courage. The aim of all this clear--to split the 

ranks of the security apparatus, to bring about its psychological demobilization 

and total paralysis. 


Can anyone be surprised by this, when we know who is behind this and what they are 
trying to accomplish. Who is it that trying to egg on and exploit the renewal 
process and to what purpose? Are the Bandera-ite “striltsy” [reference to Ukrainian 
nationalist fighters active during World War II and led by Stepan Bandera) starting 
to raise their voices? Acting on behalf of Solidarity, is one of the bloodthirsty 
NEZ [enezetowski; expansion of acronym or meaning of reference unknown] ringleaders 
going to take over the office of the Ministry of National Defense representative 

in one of our largest workplaces during a strike, and are others going to start 
keeping white and colored books [another historical reference; meaning unclear], 
dossiers on “troublemakers?" We know what they did with these books years ago. 

We know what kinds of atrocities they committed. It is thanks only to the magna- 
nimity of people's power and the ammesty which it granted that these people's 

lives were spared. 


So, what kind of people are we? Where did we come from to join this apparatus? 

The fact of the matter is that we emerged from the ranks of the people's Polish 
Army and from the underground guerilla army. We came here from farmhand barracks 
and from out of the blast furnaces of iron and steelworks. This is our heritage 
and to this day this remains our class prefile. Our ideological outlook on the 
world was shaped by the party. It is our nature to fight. And to work responsibly 
in service of the Homeland. 


Take a look at our Obituary Chronicle. Thousands of our colleagues have fallen in 
the line of duty in open battles with gangs, from being hit by snipers’ bullets, 
and in obscure skirmishes with intelligence agents. Both officers and enlisted 
men have lost their lives. Couriers working for small security offices and their 
chiefs. Young people, some very young people who never even had a chance to find 
out what life is all about, and hardened veterans of battles fought for the sake 
of a free and independent Poland, defenders of the Spanish Republic and--soldiers 
who saw action during the Polish September. Women paid with their lives too. 
Women officers, women who were mothers and wives. And their children also paid 
with their lives. 


Here is a telling document dating back to 1951. The foreign intelligence agent 
Czaykowski, writing from Krakow to his headquarters about the “Forest Unit” 
operating in the Baba Gora area, goes into raptures over its methods. He empha- 
sizes that “this unit is notorious for its elite character and atrocities,” and 

he regards this as the “secret of its success.” He describes one such method used 
by a gang which tied an Internal Security Corps soldier to a tree in the middle 

of a huge anthill. He concludes with the observation: “the guy was gagged real 
tight and he died from the pain, because the ants chewed up his legs right down 

to the bone.” Later on in this report we read about how in the village of 
Dkomielna Czarna in Myslenice powiat "a group of people ¢crove up in broad daylight 
in an elegant limousine from out of the woods and murdered Surowka, a respected 
worker and party activist... .” 














We would do well to recall thet during the first few postwar years alone security 
service officers rounded up: 276 collaborators with the Hitleri 
service, 2,678 officers and agents of the Gestapo, 16 

[Sturmabteilung], and NSDAP [Nazi Party]. It was sot until 
these people received justly deserved punishment for r 
deeds. However, som: of them managed to postpone this moment of 
the Sicherheitedienst [Nazi intelligence service) res 
did work in the Ukraine, found refuge in a false name 
wntil the 1950's, and it was only that he gave himself away by trying to establish 
contact with the Gehlen organization. Viktoras Galvanauskas, an agent of bourgeois 
Lithuanta’s military intelligence service and later of 
several thousand people and member of the Wilno Sonderkommando wait, vas not 

unmasked until just a couple of years ago. Hitlerite intelli- 
gence service and the Gestapo have been unmasked thanks collaboration with 
the security agencies of the fraternal socialis 
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With the onset of the cold war, with the help of its imperialist allies, the 
German intelligence hydra was resurrected in the form of the Gehlen organization, 
which later transformed into the West German intelligence service (the BND) --an 
intelligence service that is much more numerous than that of the Third Reich and 
is equipped with far superior assets. Together with the Bundeswehr, this is the 
principal, and as ever anti-Polish, military intelligence force of the aggressive 
NATO pact. We are constantly being served with reminders of this aggressiveness, 
among other ways, on the basis of its intelligence collection interests and 
operations. 


Along the borders of the socialist countries and in various parts of the world 

the headquarters of hostile intelligence services have set up centers and field 
stations dedicated to the recruitment, training, and dispatch into our countries of 
spies and saboterus. In the old days this kind of activity was characterized by 
the setting up of spy rings made up of a dozen or so or sometimes even several 
scores of agents. As a rule, these spy rings were established by people who made 
their way into Poland from abroad by illegal means, i.e., through defections, in 
submarines, aircraft, and ballons, people who were prepared to wage a merciless 
struggle, people who were equipped with the weapons, the latest material-technical 
devices and money, and, usually, poison. “heir missions included, among other 
things, fanning the already dying flames of the civil war, in addition to engaging 
in subversion and sabotage. Many of these people were recruited from among the 
ranks of former members of the OUN [Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists] and 
fascist UPA bands. 


The aggressive actions taken by Polish counterintelligence, which consisted of 
penetrations of adversary operations and the disruption of their program, the 
increasingly more refined planning of our own operations, the enormous dedication 
of our officers, and, first and toremost, the vigilance and assistance of the 
general public laid a favorable groundwork for effectively thwarting and foiling 
the plans of hostile forces. In one year alone (1953) 336 agents of imperialist 
intelligence services were arrested and 17 large spy rings were broken up. in 
West Berlin alone during those years more than 90 intelligence organizations, 
hundreds of meeting sites, and thousands of agents hostile to Poland were exposed. 
Nor was there any letup in their activities in later years, during the era of 














detente. The only changes were in the forms and tactics of these activities. 

The forms and tactics of these activities were coopted to an ever greater degree 
by centers engaged in psychological warfare and ideological subversion, by the 
military-industrial complex, and by the most reactionary forces in the West. 650, 
after the “Polish October” and the well-known events which followed in its wake, 
over a span of only 15 months (from January 1958 to March 1959) the Security 
Service apparatus arrested more than 50 spies working for various intelligence 
centers operating out of West Berlin and the FRC. 


The constant upsurge in espionage sctivity and, at the same tin,, the effective 
measures taken by our counterintelligence services to put 4 stop to this activity 
is attested to by the fact that 166 spies have bren exposed and arrested over the 
past 9 years. Some of them did not have enough taiee to carry out the sissions to 
which they were assigned by their principals and still had not developed a full- 
fledged program of espionage activity in keeping with the instructions they had 
received, since they were exposed and arrested before they had a chance to do so. 
Many, unfortunately, did manage over a rather long period of time to actively 
pursue this kind of activity in exchange for “Judas’ silver.” 


Counterintelligence programs are always highly itnvolwed, and in recent years, in 
view of the complicated political sitwation, it has also become much gore difficult 
to pursue these programs. in order to take action along these lines, in addition 
to possessing a great deal of experience, it is also necessary to constantly 
analyze the facts and to display great discretion and boldness when making 
decisions in a given case. The success of counterintelligence programs is contin- 
gent upon the by now traditional and always exemplary and, nowadays, exceptionally 
close collaboration of the appropriate services of the Ministry of Internal Affairs 
and the Ministry of National Defense as well as upon the understanding and support 


of the general public. 


One of the important factors that has been hampering counterintelligence programs 
of late is the considerable lack of confidence, an attitude that--as I ment ioned-- 
is often inspired by certain forces in addition to being a product of ignorance 
of the facts, on the part of many people in government agencies, including in 
particular the Security Service. This is because over the past 10 years the 
activities of hostile intelligence services and, in this context, the role of the 
Security Service have been taboo subjects. Nothing has been written sor has there 
been any talk about these issves in the masse media. To the extent that anything 
at all has been published on this subject--apart from internal use only publications 
—, it has been confined to a dry and terse communique on the unmasking of 4 epy 
by the Security Service, the institution of legal proceedings, or the handing 
down of a sentence by «a military court. This has been the sum total of the informa- 
tion that has been made available to public opinion. The fect of the matter is, 
quite naturally, that no counterintelligence service in the world stands to gain 
anything from tipping its own hand. However, | am proceeding from the basic 
assumption that effective counterintelligence work on behalf of our Homeland can 
only be a product of a highly developed and conscious display of activism on the 
part of the public at large. Familiarizing the public with some of the methods 
and interests of the NATO special services in our country is not only of prophy- 
lactic importance, rather it might also help to foster a public awareness of these 
problems and proper civic attitudes. This is attested to, among other things, by 
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public reaction to Witold Rutkiewicz's film entitled "A Diary of Treason" (about 

the case of Leszek Chrost who was sentenced lsst year to 25 years in prison for 
espionage by the Court of the Warsaw Military District) and broadcast over television 
on 1l June 1981. 


To the extent that we are able to do so, this is the kind of approach which we 

are trying to encourage on an increasingly larger scale, especially right now at a 
time when hostile special services and centers of subversion, resorting to the use 
of various ways and means, are stepping up their espionage activities directed 
against Poland. 


One is bound to ask the question: who are these people who decide to betray their 
Homeland? What kinds of people make successful recruits for intelligence services? 
In the vast majority of cases these are young people. Many of them finished their 
university studies in People's Poland and have achieved professional and social 
positions of high standing. Most of them have had opportunities for upward social 
and professional mobility. These people were well off and, for the most part, 
enjoyed high standards of living and real prospects for systematically raising 
their living standards, among other ways as a result of frequent business trips 
abroad. They started to cooperate with hostile special services out of base 
motives, chiefly out of the desire to make money and get rich quick at all costs. 
After conducting preliminary studies of these prospective agents and learning 
something about their personality traits, the intelligence services would win them 
over in most cases by employing the so-called step-by-step method. They gradually 
maneuver these people into a dependent relationship and then draw ther into a 
cooperative relationship. 


Here are some examples. The aforementioned Leszek Chrost, born in 1932, university 
educated, a veteran foreign trade official, and most recently deputy director of 
the department for foreign trade and cooperation with foreign countries in the 
Ministry of the Heavy and Agricultural Machinery Industry, was recruited while 
serving with a trading agency in Bangkok; Stanislaw Dembowski, born in 1928, 
university educated, former minister plenopotentiary of the PPR serving with the 

MK NIK [expansion unknown] in Laos, and most recently senior advisor in the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs, was recruited in Laos; Leon Celegrat, born in 1937, profes- 
sionally educated, career NCO in the Polish Armed Forces, and Andrzej Badowski, 
born in 1951, professionally educated, career NCO in the Polish Armed Forces,-- 
both recruited by the American intelligence service in Vietnam; Henryk Trybek, 

born in 1924, university educated, management official in industry; Marian Blotny, 
born in 1924, university and technical school graduate, an employee of the General 
Walter Machine Building Works in Radom; Zenon Suchojad, born in 1947, secondary 
school graduate, staff employee of a political apparatus--all recruited while on 
tours of duty abroad; Anatol Szulski, born in 1927, university graduate, staff 
member of the Mining Institute in Katowice--recruited by an intelligence officer 

in Poland and abroad. 





One might also mention a person who was arrested just this year, i.e., Bohdan 
Walewski, born in 1933, university graduate, veteran official in the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, most recently a section chief in the same ministry, recruited by 
the U.S. intelligence service while serving in a foreign post. 


The arrested agents were employed in central governmental agencies or in institutions 
or enterprises of critical importance to the nation. By virtue of the positions 
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which they occupied they had access to important information and documents, which 
they proceeded to hand over to hostile intelligence services. For example, in one 
of the last espionage assignments given to Chrost--assignments spelled out in a 
list of intelligence requirements which we intercepted--the following questions 
were asked: 


"12. What was the rate of inflation in Poland in 1977? How can the rate of 
inflation be compared with increases in worker wages? 


13. What percentage.of the national income is earmarked for the repayment of 
foreign debts? 


14. What kinds of personnel changes are expected to take place in the PZPR? 


15. What is the current thinking of the PZPR leadership about the dissident move- 
ment? 


16. Please provide us with a description of the agenda of the recent meeting held 
in Budapest (from 27 February to 1 March) on ideological issues. What problems were 
discussed and how were they resolved? 


17. Have you heard anything at all about the state of Cardinal Wyszynski's health? 
Who would the party like to see as his eventual successor? 


18. Do you have any information about the volume of grain that Poland is supposed 
to receive from the Soviet Union and the other East European countries over the 
course of this year or further into the future? 


19. If Poland does not receive any grain this year from the Soviets: what effect 
will this have on livestock herds and meat production? What impact will this have 
on living standards? Might this tend to encourage the possible outbreak of civil 
disturbances? 


20. Please comment on the level of supplies of consumer goods and foodstuffs in 
the marketplace. What implications does this level of supplies have for the regime 
and for the general population? How would you assess the current climate of public 
opinion? 


21. Do you know anything at all about secret clauses appended to CEMA agreements: 
If so, please furnish details. 


22. Does CEMA have any unknown committees established under the terms of such 
secret clauses? If so, please furnish details concerning their rolds, membership, 
and accomplishrents. 


23. Do you have any access to data on Polish oil imports or on the sharing of oil 
resources among CEMA members? What kinds of trends are in evidence in Soviet oil 
exports to the East European countries?" 


This list of requirements, from which we have quoted the above passage verbatin, 
concludes with the following words: "In order to avoid confusion and save space 











please assign numbers to your responses that correspond to the numbering of the 
above questions. Looking forward to your responses, we would like to say that 
we very much appreciate your cooperation and send you our best regards. Your 
friends." 


Most of the agents who were exposed and sentenced to long terms of imprisonment 
by military courts committed espionage crimes as a result of immoral behavior 
while living abroad, alcohol abuse, tendencies toward recklessness, running afoul 
of the laws of the country in which they were residing. These facts formed the 
basis for and was used as compromising evidence during the recruitment process. 


I would like to stress that when all is eaid and done the munber of people who 
embark on the road of treason is not very large and disproportionate to the enormous 
efforts invested by hostile special services--and to the system which they have 
built up practically everywhere where our citizens travel, including neutral 
countries, a system based on surveillance, the use of various underhanded deceptive 
methods--ranging from the blandishments of supposed friendships to bribery and 
extortion, and the fielding of a whole army of informers and case officers. As 

the political sophistication of our citizens increases it becomes all the harder 
for hostile services to recruit them. The principal difficulty lies in the fact 
that our people are deeply patriotic and, in the wake of the painful lessons which 
history has not spared us, highly sensitive to the threat posed by foreign 
intelligence services and other forms of hostile activity. 


Treason and espionage are soundly condemned as the most severe crimes, and we 
regard those who commit these crimes with abhorrence. This has been borne out by 
facts that have come to light in recent years, fact which reveal that agents are 
being sent to Poland recruited in third countries, and, in order to throw our 
counterintelligence off guard, it often turns out that these agents are citizens of 
neutral and so-called Third World countries. 


At this point one might mention the case of M. P. Vaisha, an agent of the U.S. and 
FRG intelligence services who was convicted of espionage in 1978 by the Warsaw 
Military District Court. Vaisha is a citizen of one of the non-aligned countries 
and made frequent trips to Polend as a businessman and had dealings with various 
institutions at the national and local levels. As a result of his wide-ranging 
contacts with responsible officials of these institutions (as a consequence of his 
arrest, several of these officials, including, inter alia, Kazimierz Tyranski, 
were convicted of having accepted bribes in exchange for their support of the 
interests of a foreign firm, the betrayal of industrial and commercial secrets, and 
other offenses) and access to original documents he was in a favorable position 

to engage in intelligence gathering activities. 


Some other foreign agents were captains of western merchant vessels, citizens the 
FRG: R. Albrecht, J. Wenzel, and I. Wagener (sentenced <o 10 years in p/ison by 
the Pomeranina Military District Court) ho made frequent calls in our seaports 
where they carried out a wide range of espionage missions. 


We are now faced with the fact that an openly interlocking relationship exists 
between the activities of imperialist centers of subversion and espionage and the 
activities of internal antisocialist forces. We are faced with the most serious 
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threat to our socialist system and national security in the history of People's 
Poland. In view of the crisis situation in which the country now finds itself 
hostile intelligence services enjoy increased opportunities to effect penetrations, 
and this is accompanied by a simultaneous increase in the destructive impact of the 
activities of our political adversary which is making a consistent effort to 
implement its program dedicated to the takeover of political power, destroy the 
structure of the socialist state, promote anarchy and the psychosis of defeatisn, 
and wage a campaign of psychological terror against go ernment officials, members 
of the social and political aktiv, and all patriotic and reasonable forces. 


Within the context of the overall stragegy aimed against the socialist countries 
special attention is being focused on Poland. It is stated in one of NATO's 

policy documents that Poland has never been as important as it is now. Its loca- 
tion economic problems, its role in the Warsaw Pact and CEMA, and also its historical 
ties with western countries dictate that a systematic effort should be made to keep 
abreast of the changes and events taking place in this country. 


The events that are now unfolding in Poland are regarded by the forces of imperialism 
as a unique opportunity to realize their long-range goals that tie in with the 
global ideological confrontation between East and West. This is primarily a ques- 
tion of the attempt to further weaken our country, destroy the unity and stability 
of the European socialist countries, and turn Poland into a model for counter- 
revolutionary transformations in these countries. The policy shift of imperialist 
forces toward confrontation with the countries of the socialist community is 
playing a critical role in encouraging an upsurge in hostile activities directed 
against Poland. The strategic goals of these forces and the tactics which they 
are employing with a view to the realization of these goals have been modified so 
as to conform to the unique conditions and situation that prevail in our country. 


This is an especially conspicious feature ofthe strategic and tactical plans of 

the principal NATO countries, which are exploiting the current crisis in Poland 
not only in order to step up their intelligence collection efforts targeted against 
our national defense and economy, but first and foremost in order to gather 
intelligence on our domestic situation coupled with a simultaneous upsurge in 
subversion-propaganda campaigns. The guidelines and instructions issued to special 
services and centers of subversion call for the fulfillment of missions that are 
primarily dedicate: to undermining the leading role of the party, sowing discord 

in socialist society, and turning society against its government. 


With regard to the campaign that is being carried on the area of subversion and 
propaganda the known and documented objectives of the principal NATO countries 
include, inter alia, the following programs that are being carried out by the 
officially accredited diplomatic missions of these countries: 

--promoting contacts between western trade unions, primarily those that suyport 
the policies of their governments as well as those that have been infiltrated by 
special services, and Solidarity; 

--promoting contacts between Polish intellectuals and representatives of cultural 
institutions; 

--strengthening contacts with Polish journalists, many of whom, in the judgement 
of our adversaries, might serve as important instruments for helping to deliver 
the West's propaganda message to our people, and these journalists will play an 
increasingly larger role in pace with the further development of the liberaliza- 
tion process. 








The imperialist countries have assigned a special role to their special services 
which, by means of their intelligence collection methods, are striving to 
perpetuate the destabilization of our country, exerting an influence on the policies 
of antisocialist coalitions, also including the extremist wings of Solidarity. 

Both during the period preceding the outbreak of the crisis and now too we have 
been witnessing a marked upsurge in the activities of the special services 
representing the NATO countries, although by now we are faced with more than just 
this, that is, we are also witnessing a tendency to merge intelligence gathering 
activities with subversion and propaganda campaigns. 


As far as intelligence collection activities are concerned, the main emphasis has 
been placed on economic issues, and the interest of these special services in our 
social and political situation boils down mainly to gathering information about 

and lending impetus to: 

--situations and moods in worker and youth circles, including in particular 
university student circles; 

--the activities of antisocialist groups, especially so in terms of their standing 
and influence within Solidarity and also in terms of the long-range policies of 
this union and the feasibility of giving the antisocialist opposition a controlling 
influence in the shaping of these policies. 


A multifaceted program of intelligence~gathering and subversive activities is being 
stepped up by the intelligence residencies established in the diplomatic missions 
of capitalist countries. Taking advantage of their diplomatic status, intelligence 
officers have not only increased the frequency of their contacts and meetings 

with those people from areas of the country, institutions, and professional circles 
that are of interest to them, rather they are also engaged in the recruitment of 
Polish citizens for purposes of espionage as well as in the running of agents 
previously recruited abroad. 


There has also been a significant increase in the espionage-related penetration of 
our country by the military attaches of the NATO embassies as well as by other 
foreigners, including a very large number of journalists, who make frequent trips 
to Poland for limited periods of time with this aim in mind. The activities of 
many of these journalists far exceed the normal bounds of journalistic interests, 
and as a result more than 100 of them have had to be expelled from the country. 
Military attaches have been equipped with advanced technical and electronic 

devices and, depending on the nature of the missions which they are to perform in 
the field, with personal gear such as disguises, rubber socks [?] and gloves, mini- 
radio sets, and so on. They are making a systematic effort to penetrate our 
country's entire defense system: border areas, lines of communication, military 
installations and facilities, and defense-related industrial plants. They are 
interested in the level of ideological commitment and morale and the professional 
standares of our armed forces, including in particular the career military personnel 
the status of military training programs, signs of increased combat readiness, 
integration within the framework the Warsaw Pact, and so on. 


Taking advantage of the present situation, intelligence services are inspiring 

and assisting antisocialist elements to foment tensions in various segments of 
society and to promote counterrevolutionary processes and acts. Western imperialist 
circles are furnishing wide-ranging material and political assistance to dissident 
and extremist activists and groups (KSS, KOR, and KPN [Social Self-Defense Committee, 
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Workers Defense Committee, and the Confederation for an Independent Poland]) who 
proclaim that they are ready to take over political power in Poland. This 
assistance is being manifested in the sending, through various semiofficial (as 
supposed gifts) and illegal channels, of funds, propaganda materials written and 
printed in the West, advanced printing equipment (the effects of which we are 
witnessing on the streets of our cities) and radio and television equipment. 


There is even a growing tendency on the part of certain ambassadors of western 
capitalist countries to participate directly in meetings with representatives of 
Solidarity, including in particular representatives of its leadership bodies. 
There is an obvious political purpose behind all this, i.e., their aim is to enhance 
the legitimacy of Solidarity leaders as equal official partners of the representa- 
tives of the capitalist countries, to “harden” the positions they take in 
negotiations with the government, and in this way to somehow underscore the fact 
that a “parallel government” exists in this country. In some of the diplomatic 
missions of the capitalist countries in Warsaw special positions have been created 
for the purpose of maintaining continuous contacts with Solidarity, positions 
which are filled for the most pari with intelligence officers. 


The migratory movements of individuals across international borders, a phenomenon 
which has been exploited for years--and with special intensity of late--by 
special services, are a serious problem in terms of the threat to our country. 
This is above all a question of an intrinsically new development, namely, the wave 
of illegal economic emigrai .on to the capitalist countries. This entails adverse 
repercussions for the pres: ige, interests (the exodus of young, educated, pro- 
fessionally experienced anu necessary people, especially so in the case of members 
of the technical intelligentsia, physicians, and so on), and security of our 
country, and it also entails often tragic consequences for the individuals who 
succumb to the illusions of getting rich quick in the West. 


There can be no doubt that this illegal emigration has expanded not only the 
intelligence-gathering (through mass interrogations of our citizens), but also the 
recruitment opportunities of intelligence services, and it has also provided 
greater opportunities for sending propaganda messages to our people. We are dealing 
with this problem in a very responsible and selective way, trying to avoid and 

limit its adverse consequences. What is more, we will continue to investigate the 
validity of restrictions and limitations imposed in connection with the issuance 

of passports, a problem which is still giving rise to such a negative climate of 
opinion with regard to our ministry. The overly simplistic handling of cases and 
misunderstandings are still occurring in this area. Not everyone who resides 
abroad for an extended period of time has ties with foreign intelligence services 
or is even providing them with information. However, anyone who enters into 
contact with a foreign intelligence service or cooperates with a hostile center will 
be called to account by our service. This is our mission, and this is the duty of 
counterintelligence. 


l want to stress that the NATO special services are stepping up their activities 
not only with respect to Poland, but also in relation to the entire socialist 
community. This gives rise to the need for close collaboration between the 
fraternal counterintelligence services of our countries. This is our internation- 
alist duty, and at the same time it is one of the main preconditions to mounting 














an effective resistance against the ubiquitous activities of the special services 
representing the member countries of this bloc. 


Under conditions marked by a rise in the level of both external and internal 
hostile activities the Ministry of Internal Affairs has continued to implement 
party policies as defined by the Sixth Plenum of the PZPR Central Committee and 
reaffirmed by subsequent plenary sessions as the only valid framework for socialist 
renewal and for finding a political solution to the present crisis. We are 
committed to these policies, we have been implementing these policies in a con- 
sistent manner, and will continue to do so in accordance with the instructions set 
forth by the 9th Special Congress of the PZPR. By defending our socialist homeland 
against the espionage activities of hostile special services we are at the same 
time helping to prevent many people from embarking on the road to treason and also 
the road that leads to their personal tragedies. Working shoulder to shoulder 
with the peoples Polish Armed Forces, we will discharge our common duty to the 
socialist homeland, to the party, and to the nation.

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DOMINATION OF LITERARY SCENE BY CEAUSESCU ALLEGED

Caraion, a Romanian Emigre Poet") 


[Excerpts] “Everything is unreal in our country, everything falls into the realm 
of the absurd. Just like the stories told by those who fled, in 1940, the 
Bessarabia occupied by the Soviets and which seemed unbelievable to us." Ion 
Caraion, poet, prose writer and “inner dissident,” according to literary critics 
in the West, has just asked for nolitical asylum in Switzerland. He tells us of 
the great troubles or komanian literature and about his odessy as a leftist in 

a leftist regime. 


First of all, his identity: son of a peasant, descendant of a line of Orthodox 
priests, he is married to a Jewish woman whose father died in the Nazi camps. 
Their 14-year old daughter is a Catholic, in accordance with the wishes of her 
parents. They left Romania thanks to the insistence of religious from the Abbey 
of Solesmes “where our daughter made her First Communion which was prohibited to 
her in Romania.” 


An anti-Nazi journalist during the war, he worked for their newspapers after the 
liberation. “Im 1946, I gave them my resignation. I was arrested in 1950 and 
sentenced for acts against the social system and then for plotting against the new 
social system, treason, espionage, etc. I was in prison for 11 years." 


What happened aiter you were released? 





One cannot say that I was free. Let us say that I was out of prison. The writer 
who is destined to forge “the new man” has a privileged status. At least he does 
not deceive. 1 deceived. The first volume of amy “Journal,” an essay of testi- 
monies of former political prisoners, was harshly criticized in the review 
SAPTAMINA. The review’s directo,s, the “writer” Eugen Barbu, said in regard to my 
subject that “all the prisoners were not detained unjustly.” When this same 
review began to launch an anti-Semitic campaign (see LA LIBRE BELGIQUE of 

5 November 1980), I rebelled. The article which I wrote at the time of the 

death of my friend, the writer Marin Preda, (see LA LIBRE BELGIQUE of 2 July 1980) 
di¢ set improve the situation; nor did my repeated demands to leave the country. 
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But while I rose up against the increasing decadence of our literature, Eugen Barbu, 
highly placed in the hierarchy of the party, which I never consented to join, was 
promoted to the position of academician. As for me, I received insulting telephone 
calls night after night. 


Did you not appeal to higher authorities? 


I had a futile discussion at the “Council for Socialist Culture and Education,” 

a real ministry. But how far can you get when Elena Ceausescu, the president's 
wife, who reigns over Romanian science and culture, attended school only symboli- 
cally, being incapable of continuing her studies beyond the second grade which 

she repeated. Frightened by the fascist Stalinist atmosphere, we asked to be 
received by President Ceausescu; our group numbered the best writers including 
German and Hungarian writers. After months of waiting, we vere given an audience, 
at the end of the first quarter of this year. 


And what was his reaction? 


Since | had known him ever since my collaboration with the beginning Communist 
journals, I told him that we were once more in the situation of democracy opposed 
to fascism, like during the war, when I was being attacked by the newspapers of 

the right-wing extremists, currently in exile; but now, I was being attacked by 

the Communist press of the country, in the same terms. Briefly I condemn’ ‘ the 
fawning, the lying, all the evils which debased Romanian literature. Those who 
accompanied me supported me. Ceausescu appeared to be deaf; he spouted some slogans 
about the understanding which should reign among writers, the "constant progress” 

of our Literature which is pluralistic in form, but unanimous in regard to its 
Marxist content. Finally, he deplored the suppression of preliminary censorship. 


How did the writers react’ 


The reply to Ceausescu came at the Writers Union Congress which began on 1 July. 
Voices were raised and opinions were expressed with a freedom and with an arrogance 
which ome rarely hears even in the West. After we elected our chairman and the 
bureau of the Union, a certain Dascalescu, an obscure writer but a member of the 
executive committee of the Central Committee of the Romanian Communist Party, 

took out of his pocket a list with the names of another chairman and other members 
of the bureau. They were substituted for the names of those elected. The trick 
was played. By Ceausescu who knows how to have the last word, in literature, too.

BELGIAN REPORTER REVIEWS CURRENT POLITICAL SITUATION 
Brussels LA LIBRE BELGIQUE in French 2 Dec 81 p 20 
[Article by Michel Rosten: “Romanian Uncertainties--the Polish References” | 


[Excerpts] The economic crises, the poverty and--one must admit--a press campaign 
in the West make Romania an ideal candidate to succeed Poland on the big toboggan 
of peoples democracies. It is very tempting to make analogies between the fates 
of the two socialist countries to the extent that the events lead observers to 
formulate, on the basis of identical symptoms, the same diagnosis. 


However, there are big differences between the two regimes and certain factors 
make one think that the Romanian Communist Party has some serious assets which keep 
it (and which should keep it for some time) from the serious misfortunes which the 
Polish Communist Party has been suffering for 16 months. In the first place, one 
cannot discern in Romanian society any consensus of opinion against the Communist 
Party. The party maintains its antennas, its collaborators and its accomplices 

at all levels. 


The opposition is confined to individual initiatives which are severely, one might 
say, brutally, repressed. It does not have any organization worthy of the name. 

As for the church, it shows a confusing docility in regard to the government. 

The Orthodox Church has 17 million members to whom 6,000 priests minister the needs 
required by conscience. The state, which advocates atheism, has not wished to 

(or dared to?) engage in a war with the beliefs which “weigh down" the good 


people. 


The deputy director of the Department of Cults adds: “The state believes that 
socialism should be a work of all the people. There are many believers in our 
country. In order for them to renounce their faith it will be necessary to convince 
them of the progress of science. In the meantime, the relations between the various 
religions and the state are excellent. All the religions have become members of 
the Socialiat Democracy and Unity National Front organization. Some bishops have 
been elected deputies. The priests are paid by the state. The clergy help us 
and we he 'p then.” 


At the present time, in contrast to what has happened in Poland, no colusion 
between the church and the faithful against the Communist Party can be envisaged. 
In addition, there is no tradition of workers struggles in Romania. There have 
been some notable episodes, especially in the mining sector, but they have not 














left any tangible results or caused any upheaval at the level of the head of the 
party. In Warsav, Comulka and Cierek fell under pressure. In Bucharest, heads 
also roll but they are not known to the public at large. 


From the point of view of the trade unions, the differences between the two 

countries hardly need to be emphasized. On the banks of the Danube, the strictly 
socialist concept of the protection of the workers remains. In other words: 

there could not be any strike in the true sense of the word since every conflict 
should be resolved before it degenerates. A paunchy trade union leader (Mr Ceausescu, 
the secretary general of the Central Committee and the president of the Republic 

has attacked Romanians who eat too much and consume too many calories) gives some 
explanations: 


-~-The trade unions are in a progressive position. They participate in working out 
measures intended to eliminate inconveniences appearing in production. They have 
sought to eliminate causes arising from the negligence of labor organizers. They 
maintain a dialogue. They have a desire to act in the bosom of the people. They 
claim to ensure a harmonious development which leads them to maintain a permanent 
contact both with the party and with the masses. 


~~But if the activities of the Romanian trade unions are for the welfare of the 
Romanian workers, how can you explain the tragic story of Mr Paraschiv, the worker 
who tried to establish a free trade union and was put into a psychiatric hospital 
and returned to his family in the state of ashes in a small urn? 


— far as I am concerned, this is the first time that I have heard about an 
attempt to establish a free trade union. 


The dialogue stopped as a former ambassador, who had become a trade union official 
by chance, took up the gauntlet: 


--Some people have come to Romania to look for the founders of this so-called 

free trade union. They found out that the addresses they had were false. And when 
the Romanian authorities tried to find owt who the people on these lists vere, 

they discovered that there were no such people. In regard to freedom of the trade 
unions, we believe that we are free and that we enjoy complete freedom of action. 


— t was barely 2 years ago that the Polish trade union officials were using the 
same languace. 


— t is mecessary to know the realities, to discover conflicts at the very beginning 
and to act to resolve them. We do not want to discuss the Polish situation but 

in our country there is a real connection with the masses. President Ceausescu 
consults them. In the West you consider that socialism is responsible for all the 
errors and that the importance of these errors should lead us to renounce socialisn. 
But we have not chosen socialism in order to renounce it. 


The power of Mr Ceausescu is solid. But he has been at the helm of his country 

for 17 years and has thrown overboard certain officers (both brilliant and mediocre) 
each time that bad weather appeared. Thus he has become progressively exposed 

to a palace revolution. Thus observers stationed in Bucharest rule out a change 

in the person heading the party much less than they do a Polish-style popular 
uprising. That is the source of the Romanian uncertainties.

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CHARACTER, CAUSES OF WORK STOPPACES DISCUSSED 
Belgrade RAD in Serbo-Croatian 11 Dec 81 p 10

[Text] An undeveloped theoretical view on certain social phenomena is necessarily 
accompanied by biases. This is also the case with discussions of work stoppages 
in Yugoslavia, which have for a long time, and even today, as a taboo subject in 
many circles, remained inaccessible to the broader public, and thus to scholarly 
thought as well. 


For this reason discussions about the nature of the work stoppages are still 
accompanied by a dogmatic denial of them as a form of the struggle by parts of the 
working class, or even by an uncritical acceptance of them as a significant and 
effective method in the struggle by a group of workers to improve its position. 
Even if certain efforts are being made to consider more thoroughly the nature of 
work stoppages in a self-managing society, they have not gone any further than 
establishing a division between “acceptable” and “unacceptable” work stoppages, or 
a mere assertion that they are a contradictory social phenomenon. In any case, 

a dialectical understanding of the contradictory nature of work stoppages is 
lacking, and in place of this we are offered a division into “good” and “bad” 
work stoppages, or an eclectic combination of the “positive” and “negative” elements 
of work stoppages. 


Not Only a Type of Class Struggle 


The contradictory nature of work stoppages is revealed, however, in the levels of 
analysis of this social phenomenon--in the originators of work stoppages, their 
causes, reasons, and goals and their attitude toward self-management as a social 
relationship, their attitude toward the mechanism for self-managing Jecision-making, 
the relationship between the intentions and the objective socio-political consequences 
of work stoppages, etc. 


In principle, depending on the person, work stoppages represent a form of class 
struggle, because the workers are always trying to use work stoppages to satisfy 
certain interests. Nevertheless, dwelling on this means dwelling on an abstract 
and idealized definition of the working class as a revolutionary subject a priori, 
in any situation, at any time, and in any part of it. In actuality the social 
essence of the working class is a profoundly contradictory essence: the working 
class is a revolutionary subject that draws its revolutionary potential from the 
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elements of its hired position that are reproduced in the still contradictory 
nature of social relationships in socialism. In them the working class is consti- 
tuted into the leading social force in the interveaving of complex maediations in 
the relationships between social essence and social consciousness, historical 
interest and immediate interest, end and means, everyday and epochal, etc. 


The complexity of these mediations and of the elevation of the working class to «4 
revolutionary subject over a long period of class conflicts and with the necessity 
for continual renewal of all of these processes vith every new situation, and with 
every concrete case of social activity, leaves room for the manifestation of many 
contradictions within the working class as a socialogically heterogeneous social 
group, and for the manifestations of partial interests by some parts of it, group- 
proprietor aspirations, a hired mentality, and so forth. The rest of the contra- 
dictions of work stoppages originate in the contradictory nature of the social 
relationships and the social essence of the working class, and the differing level 
of the development of class consciousness among individual parts of it as subjects. 


Several Contradictions 


The contradictory nature of work stoppages is also expressed through the very 
different causes and reasons, and particularly through the different demands made 
by the workers who are stopping the work. In the most general sense, this has to 
do with the contradiction between the concrete goal of the work stoppage and self- 
management as a social relationship. Work stoppages frequently begin as 4 reaction 
by a group of workers to undeveloped self-management relations, primarily in OURs 
[organizations of associated labor) (often work stoppages begin because of techno- 
cratic usurpations of the self-managing rights of workers and the obstinacy of 
individuals), but also elsewhere, even up to the level of the overall social 
community (there are work stoppages that are a reaction by groups of workers to 
the bad material position of OURs and the transfer of income on the basis of 
unequal business conditions). Work stoppages, however, also begin as a for of 
resistance to the establishment of new socio-economic relationships, with the goal 
of preserving the rights and privileges that they have achieved, at the expense 
of other parts of the working classe (demands that individual groups of workers be 
paid bonuses for overfulfilling the plan even though the organization has not sold 
its products, a transfer to a new system for distributing funds for individuals, 
etc.). In such cases the workers who are stopping work are not acting as the 
representatives of class interests, but rather of partial and egotistical interests, 
and instead of a desire for self-managing relationships to be developed, it is 
desired that the group-proprietor relationship be maintained. 


Work stoppages are also contradictory from the standpoint of their relationship to 
the mechanism for self-managing decision-making. They appear in spite of the self- 
managing institutions, and very frequently, even before all of the possibilities 
for action through the self-managing mechanism have been utilized. But they appear 
as a result of the (non) operation of the self-managing mechaniems, in regard to 
it, and with the aim of exerting pressure on the self-managing institutions to have 
some issue settled in a certain way or to have it settled at all. 


Although work stoppages are an “extra-institutional,” “extra-systemic” form of the 
struggle of the workers, their action is most frequently directed directly against 








the mechanism of self-management itself. They appear in areas 

for self-managing decision-making is not operating, or is used mostly 

the previously made decisions of management bodies and influential factors within 
and outside the OURs. They also appear, however, in areas where self-managing 
decision-making by the workers is being implemented, but where some groups of 
workers who have not succeeded in achieving their partial interests are trying to 
politicize them at any cost, and to force their acceptance in spite 


procedure, though again by the competent self-managing body. 
A Criticism of Concrete Practice 


Purthermore, a contradiction can be noted between the intentions and the objective 
consequences of work stoppages. Although a work stoppage is an expression of 
workers’ demands for the satisfaction of certain interests of theirs, its 
incidental nature and the relatively brief politicization of the workers cannot 
replace the need for daily and continued participation in the implementation of 
their seif-managing fights. For this reason, there is a contradiction between the 
effectiveness of work stoppages in regard to resolving concrete circumstance, and 
their ineffectiveness in regard to a more radical change in social relationships 
within the organization itself (this is confirmed by the cases of a repetition of 
work «‘toppages at individual OURs, even when the concrete demands of the workers 
had pi viously been met and the immediate causes had been eliminated, and the 
directors and others designated as enemies of self-management had been replaced), 
and especially in a broader framework. 


The contradicti»m between the intentions and the objective consequences of work 
stoppages also originate partially in the fact that a strong politicization of the 
workers in work stoppages frequently entails recognition of and taking into account 
a non-self-managing concentration of social power in the hands of individuals 
outside the OURs (they often count on direct involvement by the president of the 
DPZ assembly or by the Party and union officials of the commune, republic, province, 
etc.), thus justifying the activity of factors who are not authorized to act for 
this purpose as factors in the self-management system, and affirming their role as 
arbitrators. 


These and other contradictions of work stoppages show that it is not possible to 
accept or reject them as a form of the struggle by the workers for the development 
of self-management, without a concrete analysis of each case, the concrete condi- 
tions in which they begin, the degree of the development of self-management, and 
their conccete causes, reasons, and goals, in order to establish their real nature 
and perform a social evaluation of the intentions of the group of workers who have 
stopped work. This analysis is not only a prerequisite for conducting concrete 
political action and taking the necessary measures; such an attitude toward work 
stoppages is also necessary because, regardless of their contradictory nature, 
they always represent (an acceptable or unacceptable) criticism of the concrete 
practice and work of individual socio-political organizations and bodies, either 
because they have not been resolute in participating in the development of self- 
management relations and implementing the self-managing rights of workers (in curbing 
bureaucratic and technocratic expropriations of the rights of workers, but also the 
group-proprietary, egotistical, and partial aspirations of groups of workers, the 
hired psychology, etc.), or because of the fact that they are not making use of 
their constitutiona’ rights and obligations with respect to settling disputes in 
associated labor that could not be settled through the regular channels. 
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PARTY PAPER CRITICIZES ‘DEFEATIST' ATTITUDcS

[Text] In the last few months, it has been possible to detect a certain "“ideol- 
ogical offensive” by various “demystifiers”" of Yugoslav socialist self-managing 
society. From where have they appeared so aggressively on the scene, precisely 
at this time? What is motivating them so strongly to look under society's skirt 
with a voyeuristic passion? Are they the product of some subsequent democratiza- 
tion of our society, or is it a question of an assessment by the right-wing 
forces in our country that their time has come, and that it is therefore necessary 
to spread ideological confusion over the strategic revolutionary orientation of 
this society. 





We are hearing and reading various defeatist statements about the fact that this 
society, together with its leading political forces, has become involved in a 
crisis to such an extent taat there is no longer any way out of this crisis. The 
ideological message of this calculated defeatism is obvious: our society can be 
led further only by certain "new political forces." In a relatively short time, 
these "critics" of society have said everything that they had to say. But they 
did not say anything; they only “explained” themselves. They have expressed them- 
selves in a way that indicates that they deliberately do not want to recognize 
the builders of this society, and that they do not see the crisis of society in 
revolutionary terms, but rather in political terms--counting on some new relation- 
ship of political forces into which their right-wing restorationist ambitions 
would fit comfortably. 


The Crisis --- Breakdown Or Stimulus? 


How does one find oneself on the other side of the defeatist understanding of the 
crisis of our society? How should the crisis be viewed in revolutionary terms? 
It is the theoretical and ideological task of the organized subjective forces to 
give answere to these questions. 


We must rebel against the fault-finders' statement about the crisis. A crisis does 
not denote only hopelessness, chaos, mere disorganzation, and an exclusively 
negative tendency. A crisis is also evidence of what has not been done, which 
orientations have been accepted and which have been rejected by actual social 
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practice, which relationship of forces is the one that is unfavorable in society, 
which social forces are not on the scene but ought to be, what the real limits 

are to the development of socialist self-management, and how and by whom the limits 
should be destroyed. We must learn to view a crisis as a dissoultion of what 
exists, as a reasonable trial of a nonsocialist practice and insufficiently thought- 
out orientations. Viewing a crisis in revolutionary terms means creating a new 
questioning and critical attitude, because a social crisis is always a crisis in 

the society's basic practice and its orientation in time. 


If it wants to surmount this crisis and not serve to deepen and intensify it, a 
view of the social crisis must reveal its roots and those who are responsible for 
it, and the ways and means to surmount it. A mere contention about society's 
being in a crisis conceals the essence of the crisis and deepens it. A defeatist 
view of the social crisis is a crisis present in this view and a crisis of thought 
as such. We therefore need a creative, revolutionary statement about the crisis. 


A way out of the crisis could consist of the successful achievement of what has 
been endangered. What has been endangered is socialist self-management. The 
crisis is really bringing to light all of the seriousness with which one must 
approach further theoretical formulation of the problems and the development of 
orientations for socialist self-management. The depth of the crisis and its extent 
both require radical revolutionary action. 


The social crisis is thus not only a warning about the "remnant" of the old, its 
insistance and claim to legalization, but also a crucial reminder of the need for 
the emergence of something authentically new. Every social crisis is a product of 
history, and so it cannot be surmounted without new historical creative action. 

The consequences must be drawn form Marx's position that "Communism is the solution 
to a crisis." In accordance with this, we cannot resolve our social crisis without 
new Communist activity. 


The right-wing forces in our society, by the nature of things, reject any vanguard 
role for the League of Communists. They openly wirte about the obsolescence of 

this organization, and challenge the authority of its forums. Today it is necessary 
to be resolutely opposed to anti-Party standpoints. Criticism of the Party is one 
thing, and it must be open and constant. It is another thing, however, to see a 
“conspiracy” in the Party, and challenge Party organization. Whose interest is it 
in to have the working class without its historically created vanguard, for the Party 
to be without leadership, and for it to lack ideological unity regarding the 
strategy of the Yugoslav socialist revolution? This is in the interest of the 
forces that have brought us to the social crisis that we are experiencing. Thus 

the question must be posed: what is really in a crisis in our society? What are 
the real roots of the crisis? 


Are all of the revolutionary, social, productive, creative subjective forces of our 
society in a crisis, or is this a matter of a crisis of those parts of the social 
organization which have objectively become an obstacle to the development of 
socialist self-management? The essence and nature of the crisis, and those respon- 
sible for it, must be identified. We do not need a demagogically negative, 
restrictive statement about the crisis. This has always been an unhistorical state- 
ment. A social crisis is not just a simple paralysis of society, but rather

evidence that there has been a shift in the relationship among the driving forces 
of social development, a change in the relationship of politica!’ forces, a removal 
of those responsible for revolutionary practice, a loss of tn -.harpness and 
radicalness of the social revolution, a weakening of the vanguard role of the 
League of Communists, a breakdown in the system of values, and an emergence of a 
social structure of society that resists revolutionary changes. The stagnation in 
the development of socialist self-management--and this stagnation is the very 
essence of the crisis of which we are speaking--has made possible the formation of 
certain social layers on a nonsocialist property basis . who are now wondering 
where the discussions of a social crisis are coming from, when in fact they have 
never been better off. 


A way out of the crisis can clearly not be found through the factors and forces 
that have led to the crisis. A way out of it can be found only through those who 
are bearing the consequences of the crisis in their own lives. Thus the interpreta- 
tion of the crisis in Yugoslavia should not be just a forum interpretation; it 

must be a substantive one. Active awareness of overcoming the crisis must be wide- 
spread, and it must be formed in the world of labor itself. This means that those 
bearing mass responsibility for self-managing initiatives must become involved in 
searching for a way out of the crisis, along with the revolutionary-productive 
forces of labor and creativity, the organized subjective forces of society who are 
guidec in their activity by the criteria of revolutionary practice, who know the 
historical collaboration of revolutionary practice and revolutionary theory to be 
realistic and concrete. 


Not Alleviating, But Overcoming the Crisis 


When revolutionary activity is in a crisis, then this is evidence that it has lost 
its radical nature and liberating role. The reasons for this lie in sectorial 
pressures: pressures from the autonomous political sphere in the LCY and the state, 
pressures from autonomous isstitutions in the political and economic systems, and 
pressures from labor divided into managers and executors. The more mediation 
there is between people, the less room there is for revolutionary initiative and 
creativity. It is obvious that we need a new revolutionary initiative from the 
masses and corresponding vanguard activity by the League of Communists. We need 
an ideological differentiation in the League of Communists that would free it from 
non-revolutionary and non-vanguard behavior, and prevent resistance within it to 
more radical development of socialist self-management and the Yugoslav socialist 
community. Room must be made for critical thoughts and acts, so that the system 
of socialist self-management will not be enslaved by the taboos of "systemic" 
decisions and so that it will be effectively implemented--in accordance with the 
real possibilities for its development. 


Instead of alleviating the crisis, we must find a way out of it. Thus every 
statement about stabilizing this society can no longer be a sectorial one. We will 
not achieve stabilization by quantitative measurements. We do not need some mere 
stability. We must discover the means of achieving the crucial social stability, 
the stability of revolutionary development, and those responsible for it. We 

need clear criteria for socialism, progress in self-management, and criteria for 
Communist activity for the present conditions. The League of Communists must be 
based to a much greater extent in the processes and movements of the liberation of 
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human labor, and must not allow all of the interests of the existing world of 
labor to be reflected in it. 


Tito’s warning is current today, as it was once before: "There is no one who will 
help us unless we do help ourselves and unless we rely on our own forces; there is 
no on. who will solve our problems unless our working people solve them themselves 
through their work and their efforts." Demagogic and defeatist statements about 
the crisis of our society do net take into account the fact we can surmount the 
crisis that we are experiencing only through our own forces and revolutionary 
action. The best response to defeatism will be radicalization of the struggle 

tor socialist self-management. Approaching its congresses, the League of 
Communists must prepare itself for this.

It was estab- 
lished that three times in the spring of 1981 the accused had falsely described 
in public places the political situation in our country, had slandered the 
social order and called for the break-up of the brotherhood and unity of our 
peoples and nationalities.

PARTY OUSTERS IN PEC--At a 10 December meeting of the Pec LC Opstina Committee 
it was reported that opportunism, liberalism, the forming of groups, abuse of 
positions, and violations of self-management had disrupted interpersonal and 
internationality relations at certain work organizations and institutions, pri- 
marily at the “Agrometohija" [Wholesale, Retail Trade] organization, the OUR 
for Joint Service in the Agricultural-Industrial Combine, and the "Saban 
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Spahija” technical school center in Pec Opstina, where tasks have been poorly 
carried out and where there are various abuses, negligence, and other negative 
phenomena in contradiction to the LCY program and statute. The opstina conm- 
mittee decided to expel from the party eight members of the "Agrometohija 
organization [these and others below all named are both Serbs and Albanians], 

to replace the director and to place the organization under receivership; in 
addition to expelling the director from the LC, it was recommended that he also 
be expelled from the SAWP Opstina Conference. It was also proposed that the 
"Prokletijc” Forestry Enterprise be placed in receivership and the director re- 
moved, that 12 [named] employees of the [above-cited] OUR in the Pec Agricultural- 
Industrial Combine be expelled from the party, that the director, as well as the 
head of accounting, of the OUR be removed and the OUR placed in receivership. 

It was also proposed that 11 professors and the former director of the Technical 
School Center be expelled from the party and 7 others given party warnings. 
Finally, the committee suggested that the LC organization in the Pec Social 
Accounting Service take measures against Inspector Milan Djordjevic for doing 
poor work.

SARAJEVO FACULTY MEMBERS CRITICIZED--In the long discussions at yesterday's and 
last night's meetings of the Action Conference of the LC in the "Veljko Vlahovic" 
political science faculty in Sarajevo many critical words were spoken against the 
conduct of a number of communists; the judgment was made that interpersonal rela- 
tions are at the lowest level and that individuals had gotten far too much out of 
line. In this regard severe judgment was made of the behavior of recently elected 
docent Dr Vojislav Seselj who has written articles in the press with questionable 
and unacceptable content. Using insinuations, truths and half-truths, imputation 
and provocations, it was said that he imposed great damage on the faculty and its 
party organization, as well as on individual faculty members as a result of which 
he was recently expelled from the LC. Also criticized was Dr Nenad Kecmanovic who 
last night, while nagging at everyone and criticizing everyone, defended Seselj in 
an unprincipled and unfounded way. Hamdija Pozderac, member of the LCY CC Presid-

KOSOVO LC MEMBERS--At yesterday's meeting the Kosovo Provincial LC Committee decided 
that the L3th meeting of the LC Conference of Kosovo will be held in April 1982. 
Judging from the latest data, at the end of 1981, Kosovo will have 98,000 members 
(at the end of September it had 91,335 members). They will be represented at the 13th 
Conference by 310 delegates who must be elected by 31 March 1982. At the same time 
there are an additional 95 current members of the provincial LC committee, as well 
as members of the statute commission and of the control commission of the Kosovo LC, 
who have delegate status, so that the number of Conference delegates will total 433. 
According to the decision of the LC provincial committee, the number of delegates 
from the ranks of direct producers and private farmers will be more than their per- 
centage in the LC of Kosovo, while a little less than half of the delegates will be 
from organizations of associated labor, then, in appropriate ratio, from the ranks 
of youth, veterans, education, science, culture, and health.
